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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 57, 59-62 and 71-72 are pending. 

2. The rejection of claim 59 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 16-18 of U.S. Patent No. 6,537,756 is 
withdrawn in light of Applicant's arguments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claim 72 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 5 first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim contains subject matter that was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The claim is directed to a Bacillus thuringiensis strain having accession number NRRL 
B21582. Since the strain is essential to the claimed invention, it must be obtainable by a 
repeatable method set forth in the specification or otherwise be readily available to the public. If 
the strain is not so obtainable or available, a deposit of microorganism containing said plasmids 
may satisfy the requirements of 35 USC 112. The specification does not disclose a repeatable 
process to obtain the plasmids and it is not apparent if the plasmids are readily available to the 
public. Thus, a deposit is required for enablement purposes. 
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It is noted that the deposit statement filed 7 November 2005 indicates the strain has been 
deposited in accordance with the Budapest Treaty. If the deposit is made under the terms of the 
Budapest Treaty, then an affidavit or declaration by Applicant, or a statement by an attorney of 
record over his or her signature and registration number, stating that the specific strain has been 
deposited under the Budapest Treaty and that the strain will be irrevocably and without 
restriction or condition released to the public upon the issuance of a patent, would satisfy the 
deposit requirement made herein. 

In addition, the identifying information set forth in 37 CFR 1.809(d) should be added to 
the specification. See 37 CFR 1.801 - 1.809 [MPEP 2401-241 1.05] for additional explanation of 
these requirements. 

5. Claims 57, 59-62 and 71 are allowed.
